AUCTION SALES. 


ES Uo Ble Hes 


In this age of philately every dealer scems to be rushing into the 
auction sale business. I have often wondered why it was that stamps 
are sold in this way as good stamps are somctimes bid off at, from 
20 to 50 per cent. lower than catalogue rates whereas, if they were 
sald separately or from sheets they could realize almost, if not full cat- 
alogue rates. Are the catalogue rates too high or why is it that they 
are sold inthis manner? In cases where a Company makes a regular 
business of selling in this manner they generally charge a commissson 
of 20 per cent. and it generaly pays .hem well. If a person would, in- 
stead of placing his collection in the hands of the auctioneers, sel) it off 
by sets or by means of approval sheets he could save this commission 
which the auctioneers get. Most of the collections which are sold at 
auction are those from persons who do not have the time to sell them 
themselves and so place them in the hand of the auct:oncer and saves 
himself all bother with same. Hence we see why stamps are sold at
